S.O. 2751 
dated 17-09-2007 the service in Hindustan Aeronautics Lin> 
ited which is covered by item 8 of the First Schedule to the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947) to be a public 
utility service for the purpose of the said Act, for a period

And, whereas, the Central Government is of opinion 
that public interest requires the extension of the sai 
period by a iurther period of six months. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by the proviso to sub-clause (vi) of clause (n) of Section 2 
of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, the Centra 
Government hereby declares the said industry to be a 
Public Utility Service for the purposes of the said Act, tor 
a period of six months from the 24th March, 2008.
